Pistorical Sketches. \ 


MOUNT HECLA. 


The whole region at the foot oſ Heela, and | 
especially at this place, appears to be under- 
mined, and the heavy foot - steps of the peas- 
ants were cchoed in the hollow, menacing 
tones, such as I have never heard at Vesuvi- 
us or any where else. ‘These sounds appear- 
ed very awful to me when I was alone at 
night, shat up in my dark retreat 

My Hoola guide—I call him so to distin. 
guish hum from the one whé had accompani- 
ed me said that we must be off by 3 0’clock. 
1 readily agreed, though I felt very certain 
that it would be five befure we were on our 
way; and soitproved, In fact, it was past 
six when we were completely ready to set 
out. Besides a store of bread and cheese, a 
bottle of water for myself, and-one of brandy 
fur the guide, we also provided ourselves 
with long sticks, ending in a sharp iron point, 
which we were to lean upon and use to sound 
the snow before we ventured to tread on it. 

It was a beautiful warm morning, and we 
gallopped gayly over meadows and the ad- 
jacent sand plains. ‘This fine weather was 
considered a very favorable omen by my 
guide; who told me'that’ Mr. Geimard, the 
French naturalist already mentioned, had 
been delayed three days by a storm before 
he could ascend the mountain ; this was nine 
years ago, and no one had made the attempt 


| since that time. A Danish prince who trav- 


élled through Iooland a few years since had 
been here indeed, but for some unexpluined 
reaxon he had left the place without under- 
taking te visit IIeela. 

The road led at first, as I have already 
said, rough fields, nnd hillocks of lava, 
whose fearful masses gradually approach 
ench other, and frequently afford no other 
passage than a narrow defile, where we 
scrambled over the blocks and piles with 
scarcely a spot to rest our feet. The lava 
rolled around and behind us, and it was ne- 
cessary to be constantly on the watch to 
prevent ourtelves from stumbling, or to avoid 
coming in contact with the rolling rocks. 
But the danger was even greater in the 
gorges filled with snow already softened by 
the heat of the season, where we frequently 
broke through, or, what was worse, slid 
backward at every step almost as far as we 
had advanced. I do not believe there is an- 
other mountain in the world whose ascent 
offers as many difficulties as this one. 

After a toilsome struggle of three hours 
and a half, we reached the place where it 
became necessary to leave the horses behind, 
which I should have done long before, as | 
felt compassion for the poor animals, if my 
Hecla guide would have allowed it; but he 


‘maintained that there were still spots where 


we night need them, and advised me, more- 
over, to ride as long as posshle, in order to 
reserve my strength fur what was still before 
me. Aud he.wns right; hardly think I 
could have completed the whole distance 
on foot ; for when I thought | had attained 
the last peak, I still found streams and bil- 
locks between me and my goal, which seem- 
ed constadtly more remote than ever. My 
guide assured me that he had never led any 
one so far on horseback, and I readily be- 
lieved it. ‘The walking was already horrible, 
but to ride was fearful. : 

From every-height new seenes of the most 
melancholy desolation appeared in sight; 
the whole prospect was rigid and inani- 
mate, and burnt, black lava was spread 
aronnd us wherever we looked. It was not 
without a painful sensation that I gazed 
about me, and saw nothing but the immeas- 
urabic chaos of this stony desert. 

We had still three heights to climb, they 
were the last, but also the most perilous. 
Theroad led abruptly over the -rocks ‘by 
which the whole summit of the mountain 
was covered; I had more falls than I could 

count, and frequently tore my bands on the 
sharp points oſ lava. It was, to be sure, a 
terrible expedition. 

The dazzling whiteness of the ande was 
almost blinding, contrasted with the shining 
black lava alongside of it. When I had to 
cross a field of snow, I did not venture to 
look at the lava, for hut tried it once, and 


could: hardly see Snes 1 was 


snow-bliad, 
At last the summit was attained, after two 


more hours of laborious climbing, and I stood 
upon the highest peak of Hecla; hut I look - 
ed in vain for a crater ; there was no trace 
of any to be found; at which I was all the 
more astonished, as | had read minute ac- 
counts of itin several books of travels. 

I walked around the whole summitof the 
mountain, and clambered to the jokul which 
lies uext to it, but still I saw no opening or

crevice, no sunken wall, nor any sign what - 


ever, in fact, ofa crater. Much lower down 
on the sides of the mountain 1 found some 
wide rants.and ehinks, whence the streams 
of lava must have flowed. The height of 
the mountain is said to be 4300 feet. 

The sun had been obscured during the last 
hour of our ascent, and thick clouds now 
rushed down upon us from the neighboring 
glaciers, which conccaled the whole prospect 
from our sight, and prevented our distin- 
guishing anything ſor more than ten paces 
hefore us. After awhile they dissolved, for- 
tunately not in rain, but in snow, which soon 
covered the dark, erisp lava with large and 
innumerable flakes ; they did not melt, and 
the thermometer showed 1 deg. of cold. 

Gradually the clear and inimitable blue of 
the heavens re-appeared, and the sun once 
more rejoiced us with his presence. | re- 
mained on the top of the mountain till the 
clouds had opened in the distance and af- 
forded a welcome and extensive view, which 
[ fear my pen is much too feeble to describe. 
I despair of conveying to my readersa dis- 
tinct idea ofthe immense waste which lay 
displayed before me, with its accumulated 
masses of lava, and its peculiar appearance 
of lifeless desolation. I seemed to stand in 
the midst ofan exhausted fire. The blocks 
were piled in heaps above each other, till 
they formed high hills; the valleys were chok- 
ed with streams of rock, whose length and 
hreadth I was not able to distinguish, al- 
thongh the course.of the last eruption could 
be plainly traced among them. 

I was surrounded by the most dreadful ra- 
vines, streams, caves, hills and valleys; I 
could hardly understand how I had reached 
this point, and was seized with a feeling of 
horror at the thought which forced itself up- 
on me, that perhaps I might never be able to 
find my way out of this terrible labyrinth of 
ruin 

Here, on the highest peak of the Heela, ] 
could. look dawn far and wide upon the unin- 
habited land, the image of torpid nature, pas- 
sianless, inanimate, and yet sublime; an 
image which, once secr, can never be forgot- 
ten, and the remembrance of which will 
prove an ainple, compensation for all the toils 
and difficulties I had endured. A whole 
world of glaciers, mountains of lava, fields 
of snow and ice, rivers of miniature lukes, 
were ineluded in that magnificent prospect 
and the foot of man had never yet ventured 
within those regions of gloom and _ solitude. 
W hat must have been the fury of the resist- 
less element which produced all these effeets ! 
And is its rage now silenced for ever ?— 
Will it be satisfied with the ruin it has work- 
ed? Or does it only slamber, like the hun- 
dred headed Hydra, to burst forth anew with 
redoubled strength, and waste those few cul- 
tivated spots which are already scattered so 
sparingly throughout theland? I thank my 
God tbat he has allowed me to see this chaos 
of his creation ; and I doubly thank him 
that my lot was cast in those fair plains 
where the sun does more than divide the 
day from night; where it warms and ani- 
mates plants and animals, and excites the 
heart of man to happiness and gratitude to- 
wards his Maker.--From Ida Pfeiffer’s 
Iceland.

REVOLUTIONARY ANECDOTES. 


Messrs. Eprrons: Dr. nens Monson 
was about the only remaining Revolutionary 
officer amongst us whose army acquaintance 
was extensive anc favorable. I was at the 
pains a few months ago, to transeribe frem 
his own lips some anecdotes; and I take 
this opportunity of sending you the follow- 
ing, which occurred at the siege of York- 
town, Oct. 10, 1781. 

The blinds mentioned in the story were 
made of hogsheads and pipes filled with 
sand they were placed there by the British, 
for they had occupied the redoubt and had 
been driven frem it by storm, by the Ameri- 
cans. Dr. Monson was himself behind those 
blinds and within two or three paces of 
Hamilton and Knox. 

With Hamilton, iM x, and others. 
there were present in that redoubt about 
400 American troops—the French troops 
were in another redoubt. 

A general order had been given that when 
a shell was seen, they might be avuided, but 
tocry a shot, when a shot was seen. The 
reason of this distinction was that a shell 
might be avoided, but to cry a shot would 
only make a confusion and do no good. 


This order was just then being discussed. 


Col. Hamilton remarking that it seemed to 
him unsoldierlike to hailoo ‘a shell, while 
Knox contended the contrary, and that the 
order was given hy Gen. Washington, who 
eared forthe life of the men. 

The argument, thus stated, was progres- 
sing with a slight degree of warmth, when 


suddenly spat! spat! two shells fell and 


struck between thy redoubt. lustatutly 
the ery broke out on all sides, “ a shell ! a 
shell !” aud such a scrambling to reach the 
blind for defence. Knox and Hamilton were 
nnited in action, however, differing in words, 
for both got behind the blinds, and Hamil.

Knox, (Knox being a very large man and 
Hamilton avery small man.) Upon this 
Knox struggled to throw Hamilton off, and 
in the effort himself (Knox) rolled over and 
threw Lrmilton off towards the shell. Hamil- 

ton scrabbled back again behind the blinds. 
All this was rapidly, for in two minutes the 
shells burst, and threw their deadly missiles 
in all directions. It was now safe snd sol- 

dierlike to stand out. Now,” says Knox, 
“now what do you think, Mr, Hamilton 
about crying hhell—but let me tell you not 
to make a breast-work of me again.” Dr. 
Monson added, that on looking around and 
finding not a man hurt out of the more than 
400, Knox exclaimed, “its a miracle

cape, yet safe from the robber, or scattered 
about as they fell from the trembling hand 
which could not stop or pause for the most 
valuable possessions, and in some instances, 
the bones of the inhabitants; bearing sad 
testimony to the saddennéss and complete- 

ness of the calamity. which overwhelmed 
them. In the prison, skeletons of unfortun- 

ate men were discovered, their leg bones in- 


shackles, and so preserved in the museum at 


Portici. 


gunge: - Were I to live my life over again, 
I should make it à point to do a kindness to 
a fellow heing whener er I had the opporta- 
nity.

It was but the other day” continued the 
gentleman, “that I was passing. along. the 
street, and à donchman was attempting to 
draw a light carriage into the coach- house. 
He tried once or twice without effeet, and 
just as I came up, the carriage oecugfled the 
whole side-walk, and prevented my passing. 
The hostler looked as ifit ought not be ex-

And when look back upon my intercourse 
with my ‘fellow men all the way along, I can 
confidently gay, that I never did a kindness 
toa human being without being ‘habpier for 
it. So that, if I med by mere 
selfish motives and wad uf tb live the hap- 
piest life I could, 2 simply obey 
the bible prevail 10 unto all men as 
I had opportunity.“ 

All this was said with an air of Sincerity 
and deep conviction, which we cannot give 
to our report ofjt..
